PEOPLE’S 


RUSSELL 
Pastor Brooklyn 


Brooklyn, Feb. 6.—The fourth and 
final meeting for the consideration of 
doctrinal surrenders necessary to 
penurc Federation was held to-day, 
’ Brooklyn’s largest auditorium, the 
Academy of Music, being crowded. 
Pastor C. T. Russell, of the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, delivered the address as 
follows: 

Having viewed during the past three 
Sundays what the leading denomina- 
tions would need to sacrifice to the 
interest of Federation, we come to- 
day to the final discussion of this 
series—The Church Militant and 
Triumphant and her interest in the 
Federation movement. Let us en- 
deavor to take go broad a view of this 
subject that there will be no room for 
disagreement on the part of true 
Christians of any denomination. 

Unnecessary as it may be to explain 
to this large and intelligent audience 
the significance of our topic, The 
Church Militant and the Church Tri- 
umphant, I must think beyond the 
thousands present of the millions who 
to-morrow will receive reports of this 
discourse from that gre.t channel of 
the world’s progress, the secular 
Press. Hence I explain that the term 
Church Militant signifies the Church 
in warfare, struggling with the pow- 
ers of evil, while the Church Trium- 
phant signifies the Church victorious, 
glorious, joined with her Lord, the 
Heavenly Bridegroom, as his Bride 
and Queen in the great Millennial 
Kingdom soon to bless and uplift the 
world of mankind. TF should further 
add that while in this discussion we 


have considered the various denemin- 
ations of Christendom and eir 
creeds, we must to-day igndre all 
human systems and creeds. We must 


take the broad, general ground of the 
Scriptures and recognize ohly the 
Church. . 
Nor may we muke the mistake of 
stying that the one Church is one 
Sect. No sect, no denomination, 
however great and influential and 
numerous and rich, either in sordid 
or historic wealth, can be conceded 
the right to appropriate the name 
which our Lord gave to all truly his 
disciples. Surely none of us is sec- 
tarian enough to dispute this premise. 
We must learn to recognize the 
Church of Christ from the same view- 
oint as does the Head of the Church. 
le must learn the force of St. Peter’s 
words to Cornelius, ‘“‘Of a truth I per- 
cejve that God is no respecter of 
persons; but in every nation he that 
feareth him and worketh righteous- 
ness is accepted with him” (Acts x, 
34, 35). 4 
Taking, therefore, the Scriptural 
view of the Church, we recognize it 
as the “Body of Christ” of many 
members, over which he is the Head. 
It is composed of consecrated follow- 
ers of Christ irrespective of all de- 
nominational lines—those who, turn- 
ing from sin, accept Jesus as their 
Redeemer, through whom they have 
forgiveness of sins and reconciliation 
to the Father—-those who have become 
disciples of Christ, tiking up their 
cross to follow him «and who have 
received tite begetting of the holy 
Spirit. Who could dis ute that these 
are the Church of Christ? Who shall 
sny that they must belong to this 
Cammunion or that, or lose their re- 
lationship to the Head. Christ Jesus? 
The apostles never referred to Bap- 
tist Christinns, Methodist’ Christians, 
Catholic Christiins, Presbyterian 
Christiens, ete., but merely to these 
whom we have described and whom 
they styled saints--“the Church of the 
living God, whose names are written 
‘in heaven” (Hebrews xii, 23; I. Tim- 
othy iii, 15). Let us keep strictly 
within the lines of God’s Word and 
,avoid the errors of the past. Let us 
to-day consider.this Church as the 
Church Militant and _ prospectively 
the Church Triumphant. ~ 

If we all cgree that. we have before 
our minds the real Church, the 
Chureh of the New Testament, let us 
notice that there is a nominal Church 
also and that we are not competent 
to fully determine which are the real 
and which nre the nominal Christians 
except by the test which our Lord has 
given—‘‘by their fruits ye shall know 
them.’’ While the real Church of 
fully conscer:ted believers, faithful to 
the Lord and his Word and the prin- 
ciples of righteousness, is represented 
by a very small number, there is a 
nominal Church related thereto as is 
a shell to the kernel of a nut. The 
nominal Church includes those whose 
manner or whose attendance on wor- 
shin implies a relationship to Christ 
v's it having gone the length of a 
fu (sith-acceptance of kim in gacri-

Text: “Say ye not, a Federation, to 
all them to whom thts people shall 
say A Federations neither fear ye 
their fear, nor be afraid” (Isaiah vill. 
$2)—Church Militant Must Finally 
Yield—Nominal Christians, 
4 


fice. rhaps without naving fully 
turned from sin even in their hearts, 
and without having made a full con- 
secration to serve the Lord. This 
nominal class may be subdivided into 
believers who are favorably disposed 
toward Christ and _ righteousness; 
others who regard the Church as 
merely a mora’ benefit or influence 
upon the world, by counteracting 
sinful influences, etill others, bitter 
at heart, sinful and selfish, having 
no faith whatever in Jesus and no 
care, whatever for morality “and us- 
ing the name of Christ hypécritically, 
merely us a garment to deceive, that 
they may the better gain thir ends. 
Thus we find the nominal Church to 
consist of: 

(1) Hypocrit-s, (6) Moralis‘s; (3) In- 
differents; (4) Seekers after godliness; 
(5) The true Church, ‘‘the sanctified 
in Christ Jesus” (I. Corinthians, i, 
2)—‘‘members of the Body of Christ”— 
prospective members of the Church 
Triumphant. 

Every member of “the Church of 
the first born’’ was called “to suffer 
with Christ’? that he may be also lat- 
er glorified with lim in the Millen- 
nial Kingdom. Only those ‘who will 
stand the test of faithfulness under 
sufferings, trials, crosses, self-sacri- 
fices, have the promise of sharing 
with Christ the glories of the Church 
Triumphant. “If we be dead with 
him, we shall also live with him; if 
we suffer with him, we shall also reign 
with him; if we deny him, he also 
will deny us” (II. Timothy ii, HN, 12). 

But why should the Church fight? 
Is she not commended to live peace- 
ubly with all? Are not Christians ex- 
horted to war not with carnal Weapons 
and to be smitten on both cheeks, 
rather thun to return exil for evil? 
Where, then, comes in the fight? Who 
are the foes? Surely none would as- 
suil a non-resistant! 

We reply that the facts do not bear 
out that suggestion. Our Lord and 
his apostles were peaceable and non- 
resistunt, obedient to king and laws, 
and yet they suffered violent deaths, 
as well es stripes and imprisonment. 
lhey had their names cast out as 
evil. And those who persecuted and 
maligned them verily thought that 
they did God's service. All who fol- 
low in the Lord’s footsteps must ex- 
pect similar treatment, because, as 
Jesus said, ‘The servant is not great- 
er than his Lord.” ‘Marvel ‘not, if 
the world hate you, ‘ye know that it 
hated me before it hated you. If ye 
were of the world, the world would 
love his own; but because ye are not 
of the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the world 
hateth you” (John xviii, 18,19). The 
Master said, “The darkness hateth 
the light,” which explains why the 
chief religionists of his time, being of 
wrong condition of heart, instigated 
his crucifixion. They were of the 
darkness, living outwardly holy, while 
in heart they were far from con- 
secrated to God. The very holdin 
up of the torch of Truth was painfu 
to them, reproved them and excited 
their animosity. Human nature is 
the same to-day. Notwithstanding 
the fact that heretic-roasting has be- 
come unropular and intolerable to 
the world: there are methods of pri- 
vately and symbolically roasting, 
slashing, wounding and killing prac- 
ticed by those estranged from God, 
though sometimes highly esteemed of 
men and wearing vestments only 
slightly less glorious than those worn 
by Caiaphas and Pilate. 

The Scriptures explain that there is 
a two-fold reason why Jesus and all 
of his fol!owers are required to suffer 
for righteousness’ sake. 

(1) It is requisite to their own char- 
acter-development that they should 
not only profess absolute loyalty to 
God and to Truth, but that this loyal- 
ty should be put to the test. ‘Thus 
we read of our Lord that though 
“holy, harmless, undefiled,”’ he was 
proved perfect in his loyalty by the 
things which he endured—by his 
»bedienee even unto death, even the 
ignominious death of the cross. The 
same principle, the Scriptures assure 
us, operates in connection with all 
whom Cod is now calling to be Em- 
manuel’s associates in the Millennial 
Kingdom. They must suffer with him 
if they would reign with him. They 
must walk in his steps (Galatians v, 
11; vi, 12; II. Thess:lonians i, 5; II 
Timothy i, 12; ii, 9, 12; iii, 12). 

(2) These experiences are desizned 
of God to qualify us to be judges of 
the world during the Millennial Age 
—that the Christ, Head and Body, 
may be merciful and faithful towards 
the people of earth. Likewise it is 
proper that the world should know 
that its judges have thus been tempt- 
ed and tried, and are able to sym- 
pathize with them in their weaknesseg 
and in their endeavors for righteous- 
ness—and more willing to help them 
up, up, up to human perfection than 
to consign them to the Second Death. 

Although this conflict has lusted for 
more than eighteen centuries it has 
not been long for any single individ- 
ual. With the Master himself the 
trial period was only three and a half 
yenrs. On the whole, as compared 
with eternity, the entire Cos Age 
of Sacrifice, ag the Master said, ,is but 
‘a little while.’ And as for the af- 
flictions and testings themselves, St. 
Paul gives the proper thought, say- 
ing, that at most they are “light af- 
flictions but for a moment and not 
worthy to be compared with the glory 
that shall be revealed in us,” the 
ovcrecomers (Romans viii, 18). 

The Church in glory and in power 
will contain no hypocrites and no 
merely nominal Christians—only the 
true, the suintly, the “‘sanctified in 
Christ Jesus.” Nevertheless it will be 
composed of two classes, as illustrat- 
ed by the Priests ad@ the Levites in 
the type. (1) Jesus glorified, the anti- 
typical High Priest, and his faithful 
footstep followers. the antitynical un- 
der-priesthood—otherwise his “Bride.” 
Priesthood or a Kingcom of Priests. 
St. Paul tells us that Melchizedek, 
who wus a priest upon his throne 
merely typified the Church Trium- 
phant--Head end Body—The Christ. 
“A priest forever after the order of 
Melchizedek”—a_ priest upon his 
throne. During the Millennial Age 
that glorious Priest. Head and Mem- 
bers, will bless and uplift, rule and 
judge, the world of mankind, with u 
view to recovering as’muny as pos- 
sible, as manv as will obev him, 
from the ruin of sin and d-ath. .Dur.

chizedek reign all the families of the 
earth will be blessed with opportuni. 
ties of return to human overfection 
and to earthly Puradise. The willing 
and obedient: will be destroyed inthe 
Second Death. At the close of the 
Millennium, Christ’s  Mediatoriul 
Kingdom will terminzte. . 
As the Levit’s were much more nu- 
‘mrous then their br«thren, the

cinlly predestinated. ‘I'hese less earn- 
Gst. less zeuious than the fuithful ‘lit 
tle fiock,” will reach u plane of glory 
through tribulation also, but with less 
joy.

As 
Lavites they will serve God in his 
temple, but not be members of the 
temple class, the Prizsthood. These 
will have palm branches and be be- 
fore the Throne, while the Royal 
Priesthood will have crowns and be 
in the throne 4s members of the 
Body of Christ. 

All’ the soldiers of the cross, ex- 
periencing fightings without and with- 
in against the powers of sin and dark- 
ness and their own weaknesses, sure- 
ly lung for the time of their “change” 
in the. “First Resurrection.” They 
long for the time when this mortal 
shall put on immortality; when this 
corruptible shall have put on _incor- 
ruption; when we shzll be like our 
Redeemer and see him as he js and 
share his glory. Gladiy, therefore, do 
all of Gou’s consecrated people wait 
for the blessed change promised at 
our Lord’s Second Coming, when that 
which i3 sown in weakness shall be 
raised in power; when that which is 
sown in aishonur shall be raised in 
glory; when that which is sown an 
animel bouy siull be raised a spirit- 
ual bouy (I. Corinthiuns xv, 42-44, 53, 
64). Surely suca, having prayed, ‘Thy 
Kingcom come; thy will be done on 
each us in heuven,” are waiting for 
the King and God’s time for estab- 
lishing his Kingdom for the blessing 
of the world. No wonder the Apostle 
wrote of these, “Ourselves also, which 
have the first-fruits of the Spirit, 
even we ourselves groun within our- 
selves, waiting for the adoption, to 
wit, the redemption of our Body’’— 
the Body of Christ, the Church, 
through the power of the “First BRe- 
surrection” change.
